be followed and a ‘copy of the chaln of cusltody shall be submitted with the report.’

G. Each_momtorlng report shall contaln a separate section titled "Summary of Non-:
Compliance" which discusses the compliance record and the corrective actions
taken or planned that may be needed to bring the discharge into full compliance
with WDRs. - This section shall be located at the front of the report and shall
clearly list all non-compliance with WDRs as well as all excursions of effluent
limitations. I
